Barret: Dan Wesson revolvers provide the ultimate in in terchangea bilily of barrel lengths 
and shroud styles because they can be replaced bv the users themselves without the 
machining, titling, or special equipment necessary to change the barrels on other revolvers. 

Fratne: The ejector rod and lock are located at the front of your Dan Wesson revolver. This 
positioning keeps the latch out of the way of your thumb while shooting and makes a mere 
positive lock wh ere th e ba rre I m eets th a cyli nd er. 

Brip: You may change your Dan Wesson revolver from a sguare to a round butt style by

2, DESIGN 

The Dan Wesson revolver was designed with an eye toward sirrrplicity and interchangeability. 
Utilizing modern nrachine tnethods. we are able to control tolerances to produce parts to 
exact engrnoBnng specriications resulting in a creep-free single action and a fast short double 

action. 

3. SAFETY 

The Dan Wesson incorporates an auto;natic safety device which prevents the hammer frojn 
stnkrng the firrng pin connector unless the trigger Is reiracted and held in the tiring position. 

If during cocking the revolver the hammer were to slip from your thumb, or if the revolver is 
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dropped on the hammer spur, the revolver will not fire provided the trigger Is not in the 
firing position. 

During the normal firing cycle, the safety cormecfor is positioned between the hammer and 
bring pin. When the hammer moves forward, It strikes the connector, which transfers its 
energy to the firing pin to fire the revolver. However, if the I rigger is released before the 
hammer is cocked, elfher single or double action, the safety connector will be withdrawn 
to prevent the hammer energy from being trensferred to the firing pin. 

4. ACCURACY 

The accuracy of the Dan Vi/esson revolver has been well established. Superior accuracy is 
achieved by virtue of the basic design of the Dan Wesson revolver, ft is the only revofver in 
which the barrel is secured at both ends and always under tension. The cylinder latch is 
located up front lo ensure proper position of cylinder fo barrel and the barref itself is fla! 
and square with the bore. 

5. COIVSTRUCTION 

The Dan Wesson barrel Is made of heal treated chrome molybdenum steel. The frame is of 
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the Naest investment cast steeJ-The single piece const re chon of the grip is dnrable end 
offers protection to the steel frame otfierwise exposed to corrosive salts from the user's 
hands. In addition, the one piece grip is Jess likely to split or break.

1. Always treat your revolver as il it were loaded so that it's never fired accidentally virhen 
thought to be unloaded. 

2. Never point your revolver at anylhing you do not intend to shoot; il it fires accidentally, 
injury, death or damage to property will be prevented. 



3. Always consider the revolver to be loaded untif you have personally checked to see that the 
chambers of the cylinder are empty. Keep fingers off the trigger and gun pointed in a safe 
direction. 

4. Before loading, be sure barrel and cylinder chambers are clear ol obstructions. If obstruc- 
tions are observed, clean revolver immediately. 

h. Never puJI trigger or place your finger in the trigger guard until yOu are aiming at a target 
and ready to shoot. 

6. Always keep the hammer forward and chamhers emply until ready tc shoot to eliminate risk 
of accidental discharge.

FUNCTION 

The Dan Wesson revolver can be fired either single action by cocking the hammer with the 
thumb and then squeezing the trigger to release the hammer, or dooble action, by pulling the 
trigger to cock the hammer and fire. Use of either method does oot change the functlooing 
seqoence of the mechanism. When the hammer is moved rearward, fhe bolt is moved, unlocking 
the cylinder and allowing it to rotate, and the eonnecior is moved into position behind the firing 
pin. Approximaiely half-way to fhe full cock position [either single or doodle action), the bolt 
is released and enters the lead-in notch of the cylinder. The cylinder continues to rotate until 
the bolt drops into the locking notch, aligning Ihe chamber, barrel and firing pin. In single 
action operation, the hammer will reach a cocked position and remain in this position unlil the 
tr.^ger is squeezed, releasing the hammer and firing the revofver When firing double action, 
the movement oi the trigger cocks the hammer and corjtinued movement then releases it at the 
proper locked cylinder position. Releasing the trigger causes the connector to be wilhdrawn, 
preventing firing pin contact.

Barrel leadjng (caused by tiring soft lead bulletsi and residue Irum jacketed bullets can be 
removed using solvent and a brass wire brush. Always push brush or cleaning patch complelefy 
through barrel or chambers before reversing direction to prevent the possibility of brushes or 
patches becoming lodged in the bore or chamber.
